FUBLIC MEETING AT. INNISFAIL 

Free Lance; Laat ia a consid- 
erable number of the electors of Innis- 
fail assembied at Archer's Half to hear 
Mr. Oliver speak on political questions. 
The attendance was not made up en- 
tirely of Mr, Oliver's political support- 
ers, there being many of the opposite 
party present, ‘ 

H. A. Malcolm presided and in_a few 
Words Introduced theispeaker of the 
evening. 

Mr. Otiver began his address by.say- 
ing he did not wigh to introduce any 
specifically controversiai questions, 
Still, as he had reasons for believing 
his opinions to be, right, he would state 
some of those reasons. He then com- 
pared the resalts of reform and con- 
servative admimstrations in Canada, 
thereby deducing that his opinions 
were correct, 

Passing on to the tariff question he 
claimed that the conservative policy f 


. 


was to introduce into Canada a tar-> 


iff similar to the Dingley tariff in the 
United States, It was possible, he said, 
for the States to be prosperous under 
such conditiens, as it was a self-con- 

ined country, producing everything 
necessary for its own consumpiion. 
This could not be the ease in Canada, 
therefore, he argued, Canada could not 
stand a high tariff Suth as the Ding- 
ley bill. The manufacturers were unit- 
ing to demand of) parliameiit a high 
tariff and a repeal of the British pre 
ference, im order, they claimed, to keep 
the Canadian mitket jor (anadians. 
He showed that the interest of the 
farmers, especially those of the Wesi, 
demanded a low tariff, and urged them 
to unite in opposing the demands . of 
the manufacturers. 

Mr. Oliver then referred to the ques- 
tion of railway facilities—sp vital to 
the West, He said there were no less 
than three application before parlia- 
ment for charters for railways, design- 
ated tc develep thé Northwest These 
were all seekiag gevornment assistance 
for construction, .We want additignal 
trunk lines of railways throwgh the 
country. They are neceasary to ibe 
people now here and still mpre neces- 
sary to improve and develop this coun- 
try. 

The speaker took.ihe ground that as 
thése new railways were so badly need- 
ed there should be government assisi- 
ante in tbuildifg them. Preference 
should be given te new competing 
lines, but pmo &onus should be given 
without gontrol of rates and the bonus 
should be proportionate to ihe control 
obtained. He would bonus a new and 
competing road in preference to aiding 
an old road to make extensigns, 

Mr. Oliver closed his address with a 
few words of thanks to ;hose present 
for the héaring they had given him ond 
invited any to.ask question’. In re- 
sponse Joseph Smith asked Mr. Oliver's 
opinion on the probability of increased 
representation for Alberta. Mr. Oli- 
ver explained that representation was 
arranged for other provinces according 
to their population in proportion to 
that of Qucbec—one member for every 
25,000 inhabitants. Parliament —_ mast 
adjust the representation after each 
census. The Territories; according to 
censcs of 1900 were entitled to six 
members instead of four. Alberta is 
entitled to ‘two members; and - will | 
probably before next election have 
them. Possibly Alewerta mag haye 
more, but it is doubtful if the older 
provinces will give us any more than 
the letter of the law, al'ows. 

After the meeting Mr, Oliver and a 
number of friends were entertained to 
luncheon by Mr. John A. Simpson.

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GOVERNMENT OWNERSHIP AT EDMONTON. 

A very representative and successful 
meeting was held in Edmonton on Sat- 
arday afternpon last in Robertson Fall. 
The entire Edmonton district was ‘well 
represcnted many coming considerable 


_ Gistances to hear the transportation 


probiem, goverpment ownership of 
railroads, etc., discussed. The meet- 
ing was addressed by R. L. Richardson, 
of the Winnipeg Tribune, and by age 
Oliver, M. P., . Mr. Geo. A. Clapp, of 

Beaver Hills, was appointed to the 
chair, After a few explanatory words 
with reference to the purpose of the 
meeting Mr. Oliver was calle¢ upon. He 
said that among the many notables 
who bed recenily visited Edmonton, 
mone were more welcome than Mr. 
Richardson. He had worked with Mr. 
Richardson at Ottawa and sometimes 
had not worked with him ; but whether 
night or wrong Mr. Richardson’s e* 
forte were always for what he believed 
to be “ihe best interests of his country 
and. the people in jt. He then called 
on Mr. Richardson to address the meet- 


Gn coming forward'Mr. Richardson 
was grected with vigorous applause. 
He expressed his pleasure at coming to 
“far off Edmonton,” and was greatly 
pleased to see such a ‘large and repre- 
sentative audience. Ho mentioned that 
he was not seckirng 2 nomination for 
Alberta or ior any pdrt of i. He had 
taken an interest in farmers and in 
questions that affected them and he 
hac come on the invitation of 2 com- 
mittee to discuss the great problem of 


transportation, Providence has .. be+y 


stowed great natural resources on ‘us, 
good sil, incxhaustible coal deposits, 
timber, etc. It was in our intereststo 
get our products to market as cheaply 
as possibic. How was this to be done ? 
The pepple are the government. If 
the people don’t fake am interest in 
their own affairs, they need not ex- 
pect the government to dp so. We 
need railroads, Railroad companies 
desire to build vot from a patrigtic 
standpoint bui ior the millions of dol- 
lars o: subsidics that go with the epn- 
tract. Mr. Richardson ihen cited five 
cases to prove that the Canadian peo- 
ple had contributed more cash and 
lands than the entire railroad eystem 
of Ganada cost. We had given 60,000,- 
@0 acres of land for. aid to railroids, 
This at $3 an acre means $180,060,000, 
We had given a cash grant of $255¢ 
000,000 and by exempiion from duties, 
townsites, ctc., an extra $100,000,000 
and yet we don’t own the roads. He 
then took the case of the C. P. rail- 
road company. This had received $25,- 
000,000 cash ; they had also been hand- 
ed over the road the Mackenzie gov- 
ernment built ata cost of $35,000,000 ; 
they "Had further reccived a grani of 
25,000,000, acres of land which was at 
least equivaient to $95,006,000. This 
makes $155,000,000. Their own sworn 
siatemept of ike cost of the railroad 
was $131,000,000 or $24,000,000 less 
tham the people of Canada gave them. 
He then deali with the C. P. R. texa- 
tion exemp.ion and gave his opinion 
that the only way we could secure re- 
dreag was by an aci of parliament, de- 
claring the C P. R. lands taxabie. In 
the United States the average taxes 
paid by railroads is 255 a year per 
mile=in Canado pnoihing. The plan 
thavprailroad companies bave of get- 
ting’ grants from diffcrent govern- 
mincnts was dwelt on. Mr. Richardson 


then came to the raain point ip his ad+ 


dress when he quoted the words of Mr. 
Blair, minister of sailways;—“The Ip- 
tercoignial (a government railway in 
the maritime provinces) should be »ex- 


tended to the Pacific coagt,as a! gah 


erument work.” PreviouS¢granting oi 
entsidids to railroads was then fully 
discussed. He mentioned how Mr. 
Oliver bad made a moion in pariis- 
ment that would authorize the govern- 
ment tlotake over certain railroads at 
a price, less the subsidies granted, to be 
fixed by arbitration, Failing’in this 
an eifort was made by Mr. Richardson 
to gct the governmen( to take some 
control over the freight rates, bot, he 
was Uuneuccessful. The history of " the 
Crow's Nest Pass railway was related. 
it was shown how tha C. & Ej ard che 
ie@lin. nilo.cgk T1310 @ gah Te- 
ceived subsidies more than sufficient io 
build the reads. Railroads should ro: 
be Jeft entirely in the control of par- 
liament but experte should be sppoim- 
ed with etatulary powers given them 


a , not where’ they Soult ‘brid 
the greatest subsidies. In Australia 
and New Zcxtand where this was done 
freight rates were only onewhalf as 
high as here. Canada is the only coun- 


In the United States they are ioaned 
money by the government which is re- 


paid with interest, On the govern-( 


ment’s Intercolonial road freighi rates || 
were only one hali what we pay and 
passenger rates coryvespondently much 
lower. There is nothing in competiiion 
#s the railroad magnates will agree on 
rates, Mr, Richardson mentioned the 
case of the “Soo line,” a railroad built 
out of the money of the people of Can- 
ada running chicily through the J. &. 
On this our own national highway Am- 
crican freight was hauled at one half 
the rate charged to haul Canadian 
freight. The case in question was scan- 
dalous and the remedy-—government 
ownership. 

Mr. Richardson dwelt at considerable 
length on partizansbip, capstal and 
labor, trusts and cqmbises; i 
granted to rai‘roads are largely used 
to keep the party in power. The peop'e 
should sve toit that they always elect 
men to oer''am*nt who are ready at 
all times to stand up for the good of 
the country not necessarily for the 
good of any one party. The men want- 
ed in parliament were men of business 
capacity united with an elevated sense 
of public duty, Extensive quotutions 
were made to chow the evils of party 
government and how it was fast dying 
put. He believed that members of 
Parliament should not have the dis- 
tribution of patronage but that a 
special commission should be appointed 
for this purpose as in England. This 
was the first plank in-a platform that 
he advocated, The second was govern- 
ment ownership of railroads and the 
third direct legislation by referendum, 
or is other words, Let the people have 
power to veto any measure passed by 
parliament which they know is bad. 
With the veio power in the hands of 
the people this would never be at- 
tempted. Mr. Richardson then took his 
seat’ amid Joud and (prolonged ap- 
plause. 


The chairman next called on Mr, 
Oliver. He said it was 9g pleasure*to 
listen to Mr. Richardson’s address 
which was valuable as well as inter- 
esting. He agreed with him on many 
points, Mr. Oliver most emphatically 
endorsed the views of Mr. Richardson 
as regards past arrangements made 
between the government and the rail- 
yoads in this country. In. railroad 
rates there has been a perpetual dis 
crimination against Canada as shown 
by the fact that United States iraffic 
ever Canadian railrcads pays lower 
rates than Canadian traffic over the 
same ruilroads. This is a disgraceful 
fact, Some time ago it was said, that 
the high rates we pay were the conse- 
quence of ovr sparse settlement and 
consequucaily of our smaller traffic 
but mow when traific is congested the 
railway companies give that as a rea- 
son for raising the rates. Here in the 
west we all believe in the principle of 
government ownership of railroads, but 
anfortunately it is not so all over the 
country at present. One great reason 
why, Mackenzie was turned out of pow- 
er Was his effort to build the C. P. R. 
a® ® government work. In the house 
at the timé of the construction of the 
Crow’s Nest railroad, the speaker, was 
alone in adyocating government  wn- 
ership of that road. This was only 
a very few yeurs ago. This bad made 
him doubtful dbout the universality 
of pudlic opinion in favor of govern- 
ment owaership. It would be good 
if Mr. Richardson would make a tour 
of the east and instil the principles of 
government ownership into the minds 
of those who control the great vote in 
patliament. In comparison to the 
Northwest Territories both Ontarig 
and Manitoba have plenty of railroada 
We of the Northwest haven't and we 
want them. If the government will 
build the railroads that will be geod; 
bat if they won't thus meet the pres- 
ent pressing peed then we will have 
to do the next best thing. The settler 
100 miles ouf wants the railroad; on 
the best ‘erms possible, bui he wants 
the railroad. 


At the coming session of parliament 
railway projects for the development 
of the Saskatchewan valley will be 
discussed, If by any act of his he 
should postpone this work then he 
‘would be ‘held guilty by his constit- 
macats.. If possible have the govern- 
ment build railroads, but if impossible, 
then it is for us to get thd best apn 
ditions possible as regards rates, «tc. 
If bs delaying ome year we could be 
‘sure to have railroads built by the goy- 
ment for “a “Wear witteut en- 


suring government 
there was O° object in the 


delay. Rates were a more ;im- 
portant consideration then bonuses for 
improper freight rates would compel 
us to pay for railroads many times 
over. He would prefer to pay a bonus 
and get control of rates But, “No 
control, no “onus,” 

Mr. Richardson was «peaking 
in harsh words of the partizanshbip t hat 
prevaiied to-day, he:was not treading 
on the coras of the pegple of this con- 
stituency. He did not agree with Mr. 
Richardson as to government by com- 
missioner. The curse o: Europe has 
been government by en irresponsible 
bureaucracy, The remedy was in the
